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2. Scope of the Claims of the New Utility Model 

1) Shoe, characterized by the fact that it is equipped with a main shoe unit, and with a 
cushion device using pneumatic pressure supplied in the inward direction when a high pressure 
status is applied in the heel wit, which is protruding at all tijnes in the outward direction and 
which is provided on the shoe sole of this main shoe unit. 

2) The shoe described in claim 1 , characterized by the fact that the cushion device is 
deployed in the heel part on the shoe sole. 

3) The shoe described in claim 1 or 2, characterized by the fact that the cushion device is 
positioned on the tiptoe side of the shoe sole. 

4) The shoe described in claim 1 through claim 3, characterized by the fact that the cushion 
device comprises a concave part formed on the shoe sole of the main shoe unit, a cover unit 
formed with a plurality of through holes covering the opening part of this concave part, and 
pneumatic balls formed with a specified internal pressure, protruding from the through-holes of 
said cover, deployed in said concave part. 

5) The shoe described in any of the claims 1 through 3, characterized by a construction 
wherein the cushion device comprises a retractable rubbing member provided on the shoe sole of 
the main shoe unit, wherein at least one pneumatic ball, which can be elastically deformed, is 
formed with a specified inner pressure. 

4. Brief Explanation of Figures 

Figure 1 and Figure 2 show a profile view and a plane view of the sole of the shoe 
indicating one embodiment of the present utility model, Figure 3 is a profile view showing the 
important part along the line A - A indicated in Figure 2, Figure 4 is a profile view indicating the 
status created when repulsive force is generated, Figure 5 and Figure 6 show a profile view and a 
plane view of the sole indicating a different embodiment of the present utility model, Figure 7 
and Figure 8 show a profile view and a plane view of the sole indicating yet another embodiment 
of the present utility model, Figure 9 is an explanatory diagram showing a profile view of the 
important part along the line B - B indicated in Figure 8, and Figure 10 is an explanatory 
diagram indicating yet another embodiment of the present utility model.
